HAVE WARM WORDS 


Heated Colloquy Took Place 
Between Republicans. 


DISAGREED ON CUBAN RULE 


Hale Denounces Cuban Regime as a. 


Carnival of Crime, 


SENATOR FROM WISCONSIN REPLIES | 


Says That the American People 
Will Redeem Their Pledges 
Made When Cuba Was 
Freed from the Yoke 
of Spain. 


Washington. May 23.—This was a day 
of raspine political controversy and ora- 
tory in the senate. With the controversy, 
those of the democratic side of the cham- 
ber. anomalous as it may seem, had little 
to do. What by far-seeing senators {is re- 
garded as likely to be the paramount 
issue of the approaching national cani- 
paign was the subject of two notable 
speeches, one by Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, 
the other by Mr. Spooner, of Wis- 
consin. The former was an answer to 
the speech delivered a few days ago by 
Mr Bacon. of Georgia, on his resolution 
investigation of financtal

The speech of Mr. Spooner Was a contin- 
nation of his address of vesterday on the 
Philinnine question. In its course he be- 
came involved in a heated and sensationar 
enioquy with Mr. Hale, of Maine, over 
the government's condtict of affairs in 
our “insular possessions.” 

It was a remarkable controversy 
tween two of the best equipped debaters 
in the senate and was listened to with 
profound attention bv eenators., 


Senator Platt’s Speech. 

“About a month ago,’ said Mr. Platt, of 
Connectient “General Wood. the govern- 
er general of Cuba, was led to suppose 
that there had been trresularities in that 
portion of the government of Cuba under 
the supervision of the director of posts. 
le immediately organized an inspection 
which has heen unsparingly pressed. 
“The senator from Georgia (Bacon) 
seems to think. as do some of the news- 
papers. that all the malfeasance in of- 
fice and fraud have. been brought to 
light. not by the United States govern- 
ment officials. but by outsiders. But it 
ic to General Wood that the credit of the 
discovery of these frauds and wrong do- 
ings belong. and to the administration 
belongs the credit of probing to the bot- 
tom of these frauds. The senator from 
Georgia has no monopoly on the shame 
and humiliation with which every pa- 
triotic man is affected. by recent dis- 
closures. They are shocking. They are 
a direct blow to every true citizen of the 
United States. 

“Tf the wrong doing had occurred in 
Boston, New York or Washington it 
would have been sad and shameful, but 


he- 


it would net have been so sad and shame- | 


ful as since it occurred on the island of 
Cuba, where the administration is en- 
gaged in a great work of freedom and 
philanthropy. 

“But nothing has occurred in the his- 
tory of defalcations that has made such 
an impression on the public mind as this 
—and justly so. More than ever it is 
incumbent upon the government to probe 
this matter to the bottom, unflinching- 
ly, unsparingly. The republican party 
never tolerates fraud or peculation or 
embezzlement.”’ 

Mr. Platt then said for congress to in- 
terfere with the 4nvestigation instituted 
by the postmaster general might defeat 
the ends of justice.

BY THE STRIKERS 


Another Fatality Takes Place at St. 
Louis. 


M’RAE WAS MEXICAN VETERAN 


He Had Only Been on Duty a Few 
Days. \ 


SMALL BOY © WAS BADLY SHOT 


No New Negotiations Were Taken Up 
Yesterday—Condition Is Still 
Regarded as Serious. 


St. Louls, Mo., May 23.—Renewed riot- 
ing and another fatality marked the prog- 
ress of the strike on the St. Louis Tran- 
sit Company's system today. This after- 
noon a Cass avenue car was stopped at 
the corner of Twenty-third street and 
Cass avenue in order that a barricade 
which had been placed across the track 
might be removed. 

During the enforced halt a big crowd 
of strike sympathizers attacked the car, 
firing*a number of shots. One of the 
bullets struck Specia] Policeman McRae, 
who was riding on the front pviatform 
with the motorman, in the left arm, 
passing through his body and coming ou; 
on the right side. The policeman sank 
unconsclous to the floor. Other patrolmen 
who had been stationed ait the corner to 
protect the cars charged the crowd and 
beat them back. A riot call was sent in 
to the Ninth street station and a dozen 
mounted policemen,came at full gallop 
to the scene. The combined forces soon 
restored order. McRae was placed in an 
ambulance and a hasty trip was made 
to the dispensary. When the unfortunate 
policeman was taken out and laid on the 
operating table it was found that he was 
dead. McRae was appointed to the force 
last Monday. He was a private during 
the civil war on the confederate side. He 
comes of a prominent family in New 
Orleans and was formerly a resident of 
Kansas City.

Foreigners continue to leave the a- 
public. The Dutch cruiser Friesland is 
at Delagoa bay, so it is reported, to fur- 
nish an asylum to the fleeing Holland- 
ers and passage to Europe. 

The Boer forces continue to dwindle. 
Some of the correspondents assert that 
probably only about 24,000 of the hardest 
fighters yet remain, although there are 
detached parties in various parts of the 
Transvaal. 

One of the curious pieces of gossip sent 
from Lourenzo Marques is that several 
women tried to sjambok President Kru- 
ger, who was rescued by his bodyguard. 
He rarely leaves the presidency now, 
but works incessantly, holding councils 
at daybreak and during the night. It 
was announced at Pretoria Sunday that 
the government proposed removing the 
British prisoners from Pretoria. 

Mafeking dispatches continue to pour 
into London, relating to events imme- 
diately preceding the relief and the entry 
of the truops. The correspondents agree 
that the Canadian artillery, Major En- 
don’s seven guns, did splendid work. 
Some of them assert that the Canadians 
did “absolutely essential work in the 
fighting.’’ 

About 7 in the evening of the day he- 
fore the relief, after Colonel Mahon end 
Colonel Plumer had defeated the Boers 
nine miles from Mafeking, Major Karri 
Davies and nine scouts entered the town. 
The Boers were then retreating. At 4 
o'clock on the following morning 1,000 
r.en, including the Canadians, arrived. 
With them were twenty wagons loaded 
with food which were received with wild 
demonstrations. The armored train and 
detachment then pushed forward to Game 
Tree fort, the scene of the unsuccessful 
sortic in December. The Boers had evac- 
uated it on the east. They were pursued 
and the correspondent, telegraphing these 
facts Thursday afternoon, closed his dis- 
patch thus: 

“We caught up with the retreating 
Boers and have them now surrounded.”’

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POPULATION IS° EXULTANT. 


Remarkable Scenes of Rejoicing in 
the Town of Mafeking. 
Mafeking,- May 18.—The whole town its 
animated with a keen sense of exultation 
over yesterday's victory which was com- 
plete, decisive and far-reaching. The 
military position, shortly after sunrise, 
was extraordinary. All the  cutlying 
works of the town were intact; the Brit- 
ish had lost hardly any men, and yet 
three bodies of federals, réght inside 
the British lines had been Surrounded, 
cut off and given an opportunity to sur- 

render which they had declined. 
Commandant Sarel Eloff did not realize 
that his supports had been driven back 
and he informed a messenger that the 
town was at his mercy. Toward noon 
there was a lull in the fighting. Every- 
body at Headquarters went to breakfast 
and the qommissariat requisitioned for 
horse sausage, bread and water for the 
men on the fighting line. There was no 
thought of half rations. Every one got 


all he could eat. 


The British in moving from rock to 
rock gradually drew in their circle around 
the federals, whom they coralled like 
cattle in a compound. Shortly after 4:30 
a white flag was hoisted by the enemy 
and then, amid ringing cheers, the first 
batch of Boers was disarmed and sent 
to the town. The erstwhile besiegers 
furnished an inspiring spectacle to the 
townsfolk, themselves so long cooped up. 
As the Hungry, dirty, battle-stained 
Boers marched between the gleaming 
bayonets of the British, the British pop- 
ulation received them respectfully, but 
the Kaffirs gave full rein to their enthu- 
siasm in hoots, yells and similar expres- 
Sions of delight. The prisoners seemed 
giad the fight was over. 


KRUGER ASKED TO SURRENDER. 


It Is Said That Fischer Has No 
Advised. 

Caps Town, May 23.,—It is reported here 
that President Kruger has received a 
communication from Abraham IF ischoar, 
one of the Boer delegates now in. the 
United ,3tates, advising him te surrender 
on the best terms obtainable from Lord 
Roberts.

BOERS FLED IN THE DARKNESS. 


They Feared To Defend Well Forti- 
fied Position. 

London, May 23.—The war office 
tonight published the following 
Lord Roberts:

Addresses Letter to Governor Mc- 
Sweeney, Telling of Corruption 
in State. 


Columbia, S. C., May 23.—(Special.)—Mr. 
N. W. Brooker, who was for years agent 
of the sinking fund commission, and is 
this year a candidate for comptroller gen- 
eral, has dropped a big bomb in the camp 
of the administration. In a letter sent to 
the governor and read at the meeting of 
the sinking fund commission today, he 
makes charges. 

To His Excellency, M. B. McSweeney, Gov- 
erncr of South Carolina, Chairman of Sink- 
ing Fund Commission,—Dear Sir: I beg to call 
your attention to the fact that more than a 
year has elapsed since I reported as field 
agent for the sinking fund commission, the 
large sum of about $30.000 or $40,000, as 
irregularities and shortages under the act of 
1898, in the tax accounts of several counties 
in this state, named in the said report, which 
were of such a nature as to properly demand 
on the part of the administration of the gov- 
ernment the immediate and most th yrrough in- 
vestigation, and asked for instructions and 
the proper support of the sinking fund com- 
mission in the premises, to enable me to bring 
about an adjustment of the accounts and re- 
cover the moneys discovered to be lost and 
due the state, county and schools. These 
accountings were made in accordance with the 
act of 1898, referred to above; were care- 
fully made and _ verified by an experienced 
accbuntant as correct; were properly filed and 
on the 7th of April, 1899, read before thea 
sinking fund commission and Spread upon the 
minutes of the board. This report showing 
as it did clearly, the grossest carelessness in 
the handling of public funds in some of the 
counties, and revealing beyond question: the 
Srossest negligence and bad management of 
the tax department of the state, resulting in

Louis would confer like, if not greater, 
benefits. 

“The time is auspicious for another in- 
ternational exposition. We are consider- 
abiy more of a mote in the eye of the 
world than we were two years ago. We 
are a world power, and we are reaching 
out for our share of the world’s mar- 
kets. If we can induce the nations of the 
world to send their representatives here 
and see what we have to offer it will help 
us in the attainment of what is now, and 
must be for some years to come, our 
chief national purpose. 

“T have a sentimental interest in the 
proposed celebration of the centennial of 
the Louisiana purchase.

unwise to give the ballot to the black 
man down there until he has been pre- 
pared for it by a long season of appren- 
ticeship. “‘Now and then you see in the 
newspapers criticisms advanced against 
the Boers who are charged with being 
cruel and what not, because they do not 
treat the natives as their equals. I am 
an Englishman, you know, but I cannot 
recall any instance of the English treat- 
ing the black natives as their equals. 
All that talk is for effect here in America. 
From what I have been able to see, the 
experience of your southern states in hav- 
ing the franchise given to the negroes 
right out of slavery has been anything but 
pleasant, and the results have been far 
from satisfactory. In Sowth Africa we 
contend that the Wack man should not 
be given the ballot until he has proven 
his intelligence and capacity.”’

Senator Spooner, of Wisconsin, who will 
present President McKinley’s name, can 
be relied upon to perfqrm that office mag- 
nificently. The Wisconsin senator is about 
the-most forceful speaker on elther side 
of the senate chamber. Mr. Dolliver, of 
Iowa, will probably make one of the sec- 
onding speeches, and if he does he will 
wake the echoes. He is a real orator. 
His oration during the Grant exercises in 
the house the other day is pronounced the 
finest piece of oratory of its kind that has 
been delivered in either house of cun- 
gress in years. 

Senator Billy Mason is in favor of the 
friends of the Boers trying to induce the 
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senate to extend to tne delegates now in 
this country the priviléges of the diplo- 
matic gallery and to make no further at- 
tempt to get them in upon the floor of 
the senate. ‘“‘The trouble,” said Senator 
Mason in characteristic vein, ‘fs that 
there are a lot of fellows on the republi- 
ean side of the senate who are opposed 
to anybody having anything except Eng- 
lish blood in their feet, getting on that 
sacred senate floor.

Before Something Was Done for War 
Tax Repeai and Canal. 
Washington, May 23.—(Special.)—When 
the republican resolution to adjourn con- 
gress on June 6th was before the house 
today, Mr. Lewis, of the third district, 
made a speech against its adoption, urg- 
ing that there were two important mat- 
ters which congress should attend to be 
fore adjournment. One of these was the 
repeal of the war tax or some part of It. 
The treasury, he said, had $300,000,000 on 
had and the secretary of the treasury 
had stated some time ago that. there ex- 
isted a surplus of $90,000,000 arising from 
the war revenue tax. He charged the 
republicans with passing insincere legisla- 
tion for political purposes just prior to the 
campaign, and at the same time failing 
to do anything for the practical good of 
the people. It was their evident policy, 
he said, to continue to take the money 
of the people from their pockets, and pile 
it up in the national banks. He also 
charged that the republican senate was 
endeavofing to block the Nicaragua ca 
nal bill, and he urged that congress stay 
here and pass the measure. These two 
were, in his opinion, the most practical 
measures before congress, and were. of 
greater importance to the people than all 
others. Congress, he said, should stay 
and attend to its business until it had dis

BIG CROWD OF VISITORS EXPECTED 


Professor Campbell Makes Calcula- 
tions at Thomaston—Another 
Corps of Astronomers Ar- 
rive in, Barnesville. 
Lectures, Etc. 


Thomaston, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)—The 
attention of scientists and astronomers 
all over the world is centered on Thomas- 
ton as it is the only city which Nappens 
to be located just exactly in the center of 
the track of totality, which will be only 
fifty miles wide. Professor W. W. 
Campbell completed his calculations on 
this point today and states that the cen- 
ter of the belt of totality will pass through 
this city Just at a few feet north of the 
courthouse, which stands in the center of 
the town square. Heis not able to locate 
to the inch the line of the center of the 

lt of the shadow as astronomers have 
not yet been able so perfectly to discover 
the balance of forces of gravity exerted, 
by and upon the Moon as to succeed in 
calculating to a hair’s breadth its move- 
ments, but he is able to compute to with- 
in a few feet the course of this line of the 
center of the moon’s shadow, and he lo- 
cates it as passing through the center of 
this city. 

Then on examinatién of the statistics 
kept by the officers of the weather bureau 
it appears that the probability of fair 
weather and a cloudless sky on the morn- 
ing of the 2th instant is greater in or 
near Thomaston than at any point fur- 
ther east. Another advantage which 
the Lick Observatory station gains by 
their present site is the great elevation 

f Thomaston above the level of the sea: 
Professor Campbell states that the site 
selected here is 800 feet above the sea 
level and while as compared to the dis- 
tance from the earth to the moon, the ad- 
vantage in elevation is almost infinitesi- 
mally small gtill it gives the benefit of an 
elevated plateau and thus affords the com- 
bined advantages of the greatest height 
possible, together with unlimited freedom 
of operations, 

Arrangements are being perfected to 
have the Upsa1 county passenger meet 
the special train from Atlanta at 6 o’clock 
on Monday morning at Barnesville, Ga., 
so that all who desire to profit by the 
advantages which Thomaston affords asa 
location for the most favorable observa- 
tion may do so. 

That the location of the present exten- 
sive and elaborate eclipse expedition from 
the greatest of American observatories, 
viz, that sftuated on “Mount Hamil- 
ton, will prove a big thing for Thomaston 
is merely to state a thought that is al- 
ready self-evident. Already there is quite 
a crowd of prominént astronomers and 
scientists here, and many more are ex- 
pected by Professor Campbell to arrive 
tomorrow. 

Professor W’.. W. Campbell and Astron- 
omer C. D. Perrine, together with their 
numerous corps of assistants, sre row 
working night and day to complete the 
adjustment of the great number of huge 
but delicate pleces of astronomical appa- 
ratus and to @et the assistants in perfect 
training for the accurate manipulation of 
the photographic and spectroscopic instru- 
ments. Professor Campbell stated that 
he expects to train the assistants to 
Such a degree as that they will not be 
in the least nervous when the moment of 
totality arrives, but will be enabled to 
perform their several tasks with quick- 
ness, combined with perfect accuracy. 
More Astronomers at Barnesville. 

Barnesville, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)—An- 
other corps of astronomers to observe the 
solar eclipse of Monday next arrived tn 
the city on Tuesday morning last. They 
come from the Philadelphia observatory 
of the Central High school of that city. 
In the party are Professors M. B. Sny- 
der, H. W. DuBois and William Wein- 
rich, Jr., of the astronomical department, 
and Dr. J. Holt, the head of the depart- 
ment of science of this school. 

These astronomers arrived on the early 
morning train Tuesday from Savannah, 
having come south by water. Soon after 
their arrival they selected a favorable 
site for the location of their apparatus. 
Their station is upon the property of 8. 
M. Howards. and is something like two 
miles from the city. 

The astronomers brought with them two 
cameras for the photoeraphic work of the 
eclipse. One is of long focus and the 
other short focus. They have four tele- 
scopes, one five and one-half feet, one 
four and one-half feet and two smalicr. 
They have also several spectroscopes. 

In discussing the expedition, one of the 
party stated that they were delighted with 
the prospect here; that they consider 
Barnesville an ideal location, and that 
they expect to obtain important results. 

Work at the government station is pro- 
gressing to the satisfaction of the astron- 


omers there. As it is necessary that va- 
rious details of delicacy as well as im- 
portance be completed between now and 
Monday morning, the astronomers have 
been compelled to close the station to the 
public. Through the courtesy and generos- 
ity of these gentlemen the people of this 
community have been given a series of 
entertaining and instructive evenings, It 
was necessary to close the station, as the 
number that went out each night was 
sufficient to consume the entire evening, 
and much of the work must be done at 
night. Monday evening was the last the 
astronomers kept open house. At this 
time not less than 400 persons went out to 
the station. All of the students of Gor- 
don institute went in a body. 

Letters are being received by citizens 
here frcm persons at a distance express- 
ing their intention to be here to view the 
eclipse. It is estimated that something 
like 2,000 persons will be here on Mon- 
day. 

Lectures at Griffin. 

Griffin, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)—As all 
of our citizens are very much interested 
in the eclipse, which is to occur on the 
2th instant, they will learn with pleasure 
that it has been arranged for a lecture to 
be given at the Olympic theater on Fri- 
day night, at which time the subject will 
be interestingly treated by Professor 
Humphreys, af the University of Virginia, 
and Dr. Crew. of the Northwestern uni- 
versity, at Evansville, Ind. There will 
be no charge for admission and all who 
are interested are cordially invited, as the 
phenomenon will be explained in all of its 
phases and an instructive discourse on 
what we may expect will be given, 

At Newberry, S. C. 

Charleston, S.-C., May 23.—Among the 
eminent astronomers who will go to New- 
berry, this state, next Friday to view 
the eclipse on Monday, are Professor 
Page. meteorologist of the United States 
hydrographic office; Roberdeau Buchanan, 
of the nautical almanac office, who for 
many years compiled eclipse data; Pro- 
fessor Cleveland Abbe, of the government 
signal service, and the following members 
of the Brooklyn Astronomical institute: 
Professors G. P. Serviss, Levison, Wat- 
tles. Holst and Charles Lembke. 

They will be the guests of the faculty 
of Newberry college and the citizens of 
the town. The observatory has been ad- 
mirably selected near the Southern rail- 
Way depot and the people are delighted 
that photographs and spectoscopic obser- 
vations will be taken and the exact lati- 
tude and longitude of their town will be 
determined. Newberry is {n the line of 
totality of thea astronomical “black belt.’’

NEGRO HAPPIER AS A SLAVE. 


Dr. Hodges’s Address in Richmond, 
Va., Last Night. 
Richmond, Va., May 23.—(Special.)—The 
annual address before the American Med- 
ico-Psychologica] Association was deliv- 
ered tonight by Dr. J. Allison Hodges, 
of this city, whose theme was “The Effect 
of Freedom Upon the Physical and 
Physiological Development of the Negro.”’ 
The address was a discussion of the race 
problem from the standpoint of a south- 
ern scientist and the conclusions were 
Somewhat striking. The speaker con- 
trasted the present conditions and en- 
vironments of the negro with his sur- 
roundings in slavery. In bondage, he 
declared, the negro reached his highest 
development. Thirty-five years of free- 
dom had proved his {incapacity to measure 
up to the burdens imposed by Anglo- 
Saxon civilization. The growth of in- 
Sanity and consumption among the race 
was traced from the war. Prior to 
emancipation neither disease was found. 
This was attributed to.the care taken 
of the slaves by their owners. Their 
minds were not burdened. Watching 
care over them prevented their indulg- 
ence in excesses. Freedom removed these 
restrictions so conducive to the physical, 
mental and moral health. Emerging 
from’‘a long period of slavery, inheriting 
the tendeneies of fifty generations of 
i they were unequal to the bur-

When it was 
decided to hold a fair in Atlanta last fall, 
the State Agricultural Society was asked 
to co-operate, and did although the 
society was in no way interested in any 
profits that might arise. During the 
progress of the tair the bank account of 
the tair was garnisheed on claims agsre- 
gating $1,200. At that time the fair had 
to its credit $18,000.

“It may be taken as a certainty that 
wherever there is something good the no- 
ble hand of some woman is either in the 
fore front or the source of its inspira- 
tion. More than a generation ago they 
made this time battered hall the rendez- 
yous of Christian chivalry and loyalty.

it comes. 

“May the years roll by in the happiness 
of duty done to a deyoted people until a 
Cake thrice as large as this may be filled 
with burning candles whose splendid light 
may be but the emblem of the golden fu- 
ture. which we all wish for you.”’ 

The Bishop’s Gracious Act. 

Mr. Alston concluded amidst continued 
applause and before taking his seat pre- 
sented the bishop with a purse containing 
ten five-dollar gold pieces, which the 
bishop very gallantly and in a gracious 
Manner in turn presented to his wife, who 
Stood beside him. This -act of devotion 
called forth a’storm of applause and 
Bishop Nelson then addressed himself to | 
all present.

‘11. That in answer to the overture 
from the presbytery of Ebenezer asking 
for a special committee to examine the 
recent increase of the salary of the sec- 
retary and to report at this meeting, we 
recommend the following: That the re- 
quest for the special committee be not 
granted in view of the whole matter was 
referred by the assembly to the standing 
committee on foreign missions.”’ 

Evening Session of Assembly. 

The popular session of the general as- 
sembly at night was devoted to the coen- 
sideration of foreign missions under con- 
trol of the church, and in point of at- 
tendance and interest in the addresses the 
mecting wus one“of the most successful 
of any since the assembly began. Dr. 
George W. Finley, of Virginia, chairman 
of the standing committ2s on fcreign mis- 
sions, presided, and on his right sat Dr. 
John W. Davis, of Soochow, China, and on 
his left Lr. W. C. Buchanan, of Japan. 
the representative of the church from 
Brazil, who was expected to be present 
and speak on conditions in that country, 
Was unavolaably absent. 

Dr. Finiey congratulated the assembly 
that they were able to hear frora the lips 
of men who had just returned from those 
countries how the Bible was gving for- 
ward in Japan and China. He introduced 
Rev. W. CC,’ Buchanan, of Japan, as a 
messenger from a country whose progress 
in the last decade had been a wonderful 
spectacle to mankind. 

The missionary from Japan began with 
a statement of the physical condition of 
the islands—that, as Japan had been 
thrown up by volcanic eruption, it’ was 
uniformiy mountainous, and that a IHt- 
tle less than one-twelfth of the land was 
arable. This condi®en of nature result- 
ed in thickly populated centers to such 
an extent that even .ne mountains were 
cultivated at places almost to their sum- 
mits, and the people were constantly re- 
claiming the land from the sea. 

“As late as 1876,’" said Rev. 
Buchanan, ‘the imperial edict in Japan 
was, ‘Whoever looks with favor to Chris- 
tianity shall be counted worthy of death.’ 
When that edict was removed twenty-four 
years ago there were only six or eight 
Christians in Japan, and now, under the 
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inspiration of divine guidance, there 
48,00 Christians in all in that country. 

“The inission work of the Presbyterian 
church begin in the island in 1580, and the 
present year shows six self-supporting 
caAurches. When you take into considera- 
tion that very little was accomplished by 
the missicraries jin the first two or three 
years of their work, you will appreciate 
how well they have cone anid what they 
have accomplished under difficulties, 
have the honor to inform the assembly 
that its mission there has set the exaniple 
to other churches for independent effort, 
Our policy has been, if a church is self- 
governing. it must be Selt-supporting. 
Our missioraries learned nt the beginning 
to say no to the appeals of the people tor 
aid from ihe home church, and asa result 
the Japanese shouldered the hurden them- 
selves and built their own churches. It 
was a difficult thing to say no to their ap- 
peals, but that is the policy we have found 
to be the best. 

“People often ask if these people are 
really Christians. If you could see the 
way they give out of their small earnings 
to the cause—and that is generally con- 
sidered as a good sign in this country— 
thoss who ask would be convinced. 

‘Weare doing vitiabiy little for foreign 
missions. We need men—imen in china, 
Brazil and Japan, for there is work there 
for all of us to do. If you would think 
that 100,000 heathens are dying every day 
in darkness, without having heard of the 
word of God—that one heathen is dying 
with every tick of your watch-—it would 
make you stop and wonder if, after afl, 
we are doing enough in God’s work.” 

Bible Progress in China. 

Rev. John W. Davis, formerly of North 
Carolina, and now of Soochow, China, de- 
livered an interesting and enthusiastic 
address on the Bible in China. In the 
course of his remarks he spoke briefly of 
the future partition of the empire, about 
which much has been written and predict- 
ed. He spoke as an intelligent onlooker, 
and his words produced a decided effect. 
From the trend of events, he thought that 
Russi2t would in a few years take the ex- 
treme northern portion of China, and 
possibly Corea, but that the lower part 
of the country, consisting of the most 
fertile land, divided from the northern 
portion in which Russia is now operating, 
would temain alwavs under Chinese rule. 
This would be one of the results of educa- 
tion, of the Bible and Christianity in 
China. 

“The work of translating and revising 
the Bible,”’ the missionary said. “began 
in 1820 and 1824 and was being continued 
even today—new revisions and new trans- 
lations being made continually. The word 
of God has not only been translated into 
the manderin dialect, spoken by the high- 
er classes, but in whole or in part into 
ten or twelve other dialects. The great 
religious conference at Shanghai in 1899 
accomplished or pushed forward this stu- 
pendous task.” 

He told of different Bible societies 
in China and the enormous work they 
were carrying. hat statistics showed 
that during the st year the British and 
foreign Bible sgbtieties had sent out no 
less than 814,00Q) separate copies of the 
Word of God, afid that the American so- 
ciety had put Out at least half a million. 
Even with this magnificent showing the 
work had barely begun. 

“It remains true,” said Dr. Davis, ‘‘even 
with this showing that there are great 
portions of China still in darkness. The 
edges have so far only been reached and 
a stupendous task is vet ahead of the 
ehurch. The educational societies of Chi- 
na are pressing forward the translation 
of all textbooks—al! of the latest treatises. 
You would be surprised at the books pub- 
lished there. ‘Pilgrim’s Progress,’ which 
has been translated in Chinese, is a very 
popular book in the eapire. 

“You remember when that costly Bible 
was presented by the missionaries to the 
queen dowager of China, she took no no- 
tice of it, but the young emperor found it 
out and asked: ‘What is this fine book 
that cost $1,000 you have brought to my 
aunt? Can 1 get one?’ He was told that 
he could and he asked for a basketful 
and the tasketful of New Testaments was 
brought to him. There and then the work 
for God fn China began with renewed 
vigor and activity. The educational so- 
cileties of the empire are doing a great 
work for the people; helping in their in- 
tellectual and moral advancement, but 
the work for the Bible there we may say 
is yet in its infancy and more men are 
needed for the task. A contribution was 
taken up for foreign missions at the close 
of Dr. John W. Davis's remarks and a 
good sum was realized for the cause. 

The assembly then adjourned to meet 
again this morning.

Your committee on home missions would re- 
spectfully submit the following report: 

1. We find that during the past year the 
sum of $31,506.81 was contributed to as- 
sembly’s home missions, that 119 men were 
employed, 340 points supplied with preaching 
and the erection of fifteen houses of worship 
secured. Beside the above named amount 
our presbyteries and synods gave to local 
home missions $113,000 (approximate), mak- 
ing a total of $144,506.81 for the cause of 
home missions within our bounds. The re- 
celpts of the committee Indicate a loss of 
$7,491.17 as compared with the receipts of 
last year in the department of legacies and 
special donations, but a gain of $3,205.11! in 
contributions from the more regular sources. 
A larger number of churches, Sabbath schools 
and societies contributed to this than 
for the previous year. For what been 
done gratitude should be expressed to the great 
head of the church and thanks be given to our 
faithful and efficient committee. 

It is gratifying also to note that the re- 
ceipts for the invalid fund were $15,251.56, 
an increase of $867.43 over the previous year. 
It is earnestly hoped that this increase and 
the interest shown in the proposed “relief 
fund plan’’ indicate a purpose to provide 
more liberally for those who have grown old 
in the gervice and for the families of such 
as fall while dofng battle for our King. 

2. The treasurer’s accounts have been duly 
audited by the local committee; and the an- 
nual report of the cémmittee has been ex- 
amined and we now recommend the 
of the same, and commend the diligence and 
fidelity of our executive committee in Atlanta.

District Has Had Various Officers 
During Past Year. 


OFFICE NEVER WANTS FOR CANDIDATES 


Citizens Are All Agreed That Con: 
siderable Honor Attaches to the 
Place in the 469th District. 


Behind the appointment yesterday of 
Russell Shirley as notary publie and ex- 
Officio justice of the peace for the 469th 
militia district, which is bette? known as 
Cook’s district, lurks a-story of some in- 


terest. 


The grand jury during fits session yes- 
terday morning recommended that Mr. 
Shirley be appointed to that responsible 
position and a few hours later Judge J. 
H.* Lumpkin, presiding officer of the su- 
| perior court, made the appointment. The 
necessary papers were prepared to be 
| presented to the governor. for confirma. 
tion today. 

The notary public and ex-officio justice of 
the peaceship of Cook’s district has heen 
to the front for sometime past. It seems 
that Judge Shirley’s appointment Was 
made posisble by the resignation of Judge 
5. D. Hayes, who was appointed to that 
office last December. 

Prior to Judge Hayes’s appointment 
that office was held by E. S. Morris, and 
it ig really at this point that the interest- 
ing part of the story begins. Morris, it 
seems, some years ago was justice of the 
peacga for Cook's district, but resigned 
and was succeeded by Mell R. Wilkin- 
| son, who was at that time residing in the 
district. 

More than a year ago Mr. Wilkinson de- 
cided to move without the limits of Cook's 
district and consequently .tendered his 
resignation, which was accepted, E. 8. 
Morris was then appointed to succeed Mr. 
Wilkinson, but it developéd, however, 
that he no longer resided in the district 
and in fact never qualified for the office 
or asked for his commission. | 

Prominent citizéns in the district began 
to think about the matter and finally sev- 
eral openly announced that they were 
candidates for that office. It might not be 
a plum, as fat offices are designated now- 
adays, they argued, but the district need- 
ed a justice of the peace and there was 
considerable honor tin the office 

Then F. L. Golden? through his attor- 
ney, W. J. Speairs, filed a petition in the 
superior court asking that Mr. Morris be 
required to show why his office 
should not be declared vacant. W. W. 
| Fisher, another prominent citizen of 

Cook's, also filled a similar petition about 
that time, and Judge Lumpkin was pre- 
paring for a hearing, when the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Morris was sent in. 

The resignation, it appears, had been 

signed during the summer of last year. 
In fact the paper bore the date of June 
| 6th but [t Seems there had been some un- 

accountable delay in the transmission of 
the resignation, and at that time Judge 

Lumpkin was in consequence not aware 
| of the fact that Mr. Morris did not intend 
| to qualify for the office. 
| The matter was then brought before the 
| grand jury with the result that EB. D. 

Hayes was recommended by the grand 
| jurors for the office. His appointment was 
|_made by Judge Lumpkin and since that 
| time he has served as notary public and 
ex-officio justice of the peace in Cook's,
